TO  alleviate  the  grief  occafioxied 
by  a  beloved  partner’s  lofs,  my 
mother  had  requefted  the  company 
of  a  young  Jady,  named  Olivia,  the 
daughter  of  a  neighbouring  clergy¬ 
man.  She  had  otten  vifited  in  our 
family  ;  and,  being  nearly  of  my  age.,

Next  morning  I  took  leave  of  Oli¬ 
via  and  her  father  ;  and,  dnring  my 
walk,  felt  a  dejection  of  fpirils,  and 
he  vineis  of  i.eart,  whicii  cotiid  not 
have  btcn  exceeded  if  I  had  been  the 
perp,trator  of  villainy,  and  not  the 
pro'eefor  of  innocence.

Witii  this  reciuintion  I  immediate¬ 
ly  compliea  ;  .lud  as  we  agree. 1  it 
would  he  priuient  conceal  rude 
alTaalc  of  my  brother,  wtiich  the 
inalevol.Tit  world-might  iiave  repre- 
fent^d  as  mere  fatal  than  it  really 
was,  wc  -elbl’/ed  to  afcriLe  the  iate- 
nifs  ct  our  arrival  to  riic  fmeneis  of 
the  eveu'ug,  and  the  cliarins  of  the 
fealon,  wiiich  had  ^cmpted  us  to  lin¬ 
ger  Ocyoud  our  intended  time. 

Tiic  apology  Wets  eafily  admitted  ; 
and,  as  1  v\"as  invited  to  (tay,  I  eager¬ 
ly  e  mbraced  the  oifer,  as  well  to  pafs 
nmre  tune  in  the  co’npany  of  Olivia, 
as  to  recover  fufticientiy  from  my 
perturbation  of  mind  before  I  met  a 
guilty' brotiier’s  eye.

tant. 

To  him  I  prefendy  applied,  and 
without  helit  iii  'll  cfhv  d  with  his  of¬ 
fer  of  ail  owing  me  twenty  pounds  a- 
year  ;  bni  as  this  Imn  v'ould  barely 
Hnd  me  in  board,  my  patrimony  be¬ 
gan  rapidly  to  decreafe.

Our  love  was  muinal  and  fincei  e  ; 
and  intercil,  that  p.;werful  incentive 
to  modern  coniracl's,  w^.s  entireK 
overlooked  by  both,  as  her  fortune 
was  llill  interior  to  my  own.  In  a 
few  months  Ihe  confented  to  be  irre¬ 
vocably  mine,  and  1  then  thought 
my  felicity  beyond  the  reach  of  late.

Aficr  vainly  tnJ.avonring  to  ob¬ 
tain  anoilier  curacy,  and  being  dil- 
appointed  in  mv  «;xpevlaf 'U’s  •  f  a 
fuiall  living  by  tr.e  »nacbin':tii)r.s  of 
mv  n(.*w  a'oan(j->i  ed  b'  Other,  v'livl.i’s 
fa*  her  was  uratked  l)y  a  paialvlic 
llrokc,  which  compelled  him  to  re- 
iigi:  the  care  ol  hJs  cure  me.  — - 
Ti'.e  whole  amoamr  of  his  living  did 
not  exceed  fourfetu'e  poui.ds  a -year, 
and  confequently  little  tniuld  be  al¬ 
lowed  I  O’*  the  maintenance  of  cm  ''.te. 
My  Olivia  was  again  pregnant ; 
when  1  tmind  that  excliihvc  ot  l•'.me 
trillingarticles  of  fiirr.itu!'.  and  books, 

I  had  fcarcely  too!,  left  :  and,  to

Bein'g  lu  w  .icUinUe  c>f rvery  filend, 
mv  brother  remaming  i»  i  cc  rc'. '!au  y 
inveterate,  and  a  nailve  hadduin  fs 
ct  dil'pofition,  for  which  the  work? 
is  nf>t  always  candid  enough  to  make 
proper  allow'anccs,  having  pievt  i.icd 
me  from  extendi. ig  iny  conncclions, 
or  fecuring  many  liicnds,  !  wms  In 
fuch  a  dldrefslul  lituation,  th.it  my 
mind  began  to  link  beneath  its  bur¬ 
den,  and  to  become  weary  of  ilrug- 
gling  with  its  fate. 

The  profpei^t,  however, b’-iglucncd ; 
and  1  obtained  a  very  dclirablc  cu¬ 
racy  of  thirty  pounds  a-year,  by  the 
interell  of  a  young  Iv:  (mc%  who  had 
accidental! v  ften  Onvia  and  jier  two 
uitant  chil'i-cn,  and  cxprelibd  tJie 
wannelt  cielire  to  ferv-  us.  As  a 
;  prefent  proc't  of  his  Jricpd!if[>,  he  ap¬

a’Hl  iil  requited  ;o  aa  hm.eir  had  julk 
hurried  t,o  an  untinul^'  grave. 
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Top  '  —  I  immediately  removed, 
with  my  deareft  Olivia,  whofe  kind 
folicitude  for  me  was  the  only  confo- 
lation  of  my  life  ;  and  who,  far  from 
blaming  me  for  that  anxiety  which 
continually  clouded  my  afpedl,  kind¬ 
ly  fympatbiied  in  my  griefs,  and  en¬ 
deavoured  by  the  moft  endearing 
fondnefs  to  reconcile  me  to  life.— — 

Sir  Thomas  S - ,  by  whofc  inter- 

p(jfition  1  had  obtained  m-y  prefent 
eftablilhment,  likwife  contribiued  all 
rn  his  power  to  render  my  fituation 
cafy ;  continually  loading  the  chil¬ 
dren  with  prefents,  and  offering  me 
the  loan  of  any  fum  I  might  have 
occafion  for.  Of  this  Taft  offer  1  too 
imprudently  and  fatally  availed  my- 
felf,  by  boprowkig  two  hundred 
pounds.  To  corroborate  our  good 
opinion  of  hrs  generofity,  he  bade  me 
make  myfePf  perfectly  eafy  in  my  fitu¬ 
ation  ;  for,  on  the  prefent  incum¬ 
bent’s  death,  the  living  fhould  inftant- 
ly  be  mine.  I  thanked  him  with  an 
ardour  that  mocked  the  expreflions 
of  form.  But  alas!  I  had  to  deal 
with  a  man  of  the  world  ;  ahd  found 
too  foon  that  1  had  placed  my  de¬ 
pendence  where  I  had  nothing  to 
hope,  and  poured  forth  my  grati¬ 
tude  w’here  my  execrations  only  were 
due. 

This  unprincipled  young  man  was 
our  conflant  vifitor,  and  encouraged 
our  extravagance  merely  that  he 
might  have  an  opportunity  of  fup- 
plying  our  wants.

my  conftittttion  would  bear ;  and  as 
1  foon  felt  its  effcdls,  I  was  conveyed 
to  bed  m  a  ftate  of  ebriety  and  ftupe- 
fadiofi.  On  Olivia  he  likewife  had 
the  fame  lhameful  defign  ;  bur, 
guarded  by  the  laws  of  delicate  pro¬ 
priety,  (he  refifted  his  moft  earned 
folicitations.  However,  as  he  at¬ 
tached  hlmfelf  entirely  to  her,  his  pa- 
rafites  and  dependants,  who  faw 
plainly  that  he  had  riews  upon  her 
virtue,  retired  one  after  another, 
leaving  Olivia  and  him  alone  toge¬ 
ther..  Immediately  on  this  he  Ihut 
the  door  ;  and,  befeeching  her  atten¬ 
tion,  for  a  few  minutes,  to  an  affair 
which  nearly  concerned  his  happinefs, 
he  began  to  infult  her  with  the  moft 
violent  proteftations  of  love  ;  and 
fwore  that  if  fhe  would  not  return 
his  paffion,  he  fhould  never  fee  ano¬ 
ther  happy  hour  ;  adding,  that  fhe 
might  command  his  fortune  and  his 
life,  and  that  what  he  had  already 
conferred  was  only  a  prelude  to  what 
he  meant  to  do. 

Awakened  from  her  dream  of  hap¬ 
pinefs,  ftie  fprung  up  ;  and,  animated 
with  that  courage  which  indignant 
virtue  will  ever  feel  when  it  comes  in 
conta(ft  with  vice,  Ihe  dared  him  a- 
gain  to  wound  her  ears  with  his  un¬ 
hallowed  vows  ;  protefting  that  his 
conduct  fhould  be  made  known  to  an 
injured  hufband,  who  would  make 
him  feverely  repent  of  his  temerity. 
With  all-  the  infolcnce  of  confeious 
fuperiority,  he  then  opened  the  door; 
and,  with  a  fmtle  of  contempt,  in¬ 
formed  her,  that  fince  (he  refufed  hfs 
friendlhip,  his  fortune,  and  his  love, 
fhe  fhould  feel  theeffeefts  ofhisrefent- 
ment.  Thefe  threats,  it  is  evident, 
the  bafe  villain  muft  have  prepared 
CO  put  m  execution  previous  to  his 
diabolicrtl  invitation  ;  for,  before  I 
defeended  next  morning  to  breakfaft. 
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1  was  arrefted  at  his  luic  on  my 
note  for  two  hundred  pounds,  which 
I  had  prelfed  him  to  accept  on  his 
lending  me  that  fum  ;  and  as  it  was 
not  in  my  power  to  fatisfy  one  half 
of  the  demand,  I  was  hurried  away 
to  prifon. 

My  profpe^ls  ^\•i•e  now  entirely 
blafted.  Want,  ignominy,  and  dif- 
grace,  prefented  themfclves  to  my 
view  in  their  mod  hideous  afpeds ; 
and  I  could  have  laid  down  my  life 
without  a  figh,  had  not  a  faithful 
and  afFe(dionate  wife,  with  two  infant 
children,  bound  me  to  them  with 
t*es  of  indilToIuble  regard.  My  con¬ 
finement  I  was  truly  fenfible  could 
only  add  to  their  mifery  ;  yet  the 
mod  unfortunate  cannot  without  re- 
luidance  let  go  thole  attachments 
which  are  fo  firmly  rooted  in  the 
foul,  or  bid  farewell  to  mortality  with 
a  doical  apathy. 

But,  O  God  I  my  heart  bleeds  a- 
frelh  at  the  recolle<dion  of  the  fcene 
I  am  now  going  to  defcribe — My 
Olivia,  unable  to  fupport  her  repara¬ 
tion  from  me,  requeded  leave  to 
make  my  room  her  habitation.  The 
fatal  requed  was  granted.  For  a 
few  days  I  was  furroundeJ  by  my 
wife  and  children  ;  they  cheated  the 
prifon  gloom — But,  can  I  proceed  ! — 
I  was  foon  deprived  of  thefe  comforts 
for  ever  !  In  three  fliort  weeks  after 
my  commitment,  they  were  carried 
off  by  an  epidemical  fever  ;  and  thefe 
eyes,  which  never  beheld  the  mifery 
of  a  dranger  without  bellowing  the 
alms  of  pity's  tear,  were  doomed  to 
behold  a  wnfe  and  two  innocents 
prefs  the  fame  untimely  bier. 

The  pathos  of  language  is  too 
weak  to  exprefs  my  fenfations  ;  I 
became  delirious,  and  my  own  hands 
had  nearly  perpetrated  a  deed  which 
my  foul  abhors — for  now  I  had  no 
more  to  lofe  !  Ar.d,  gracious  Heaven! 
if  at  that  trying  junidure  I  arraigned 
thy  judice,  forgive  me  !  for  Afllldi  n 
laid  it»  iron  hand  too  heavy  upon 
me. 


By  degrees  I  tell  into  a  fettled  def- 
pondency  ;  and  fince  I  entered  this 
miferable  room,  four  years  have  rol¬ 
led  away  their  melancholy  hours,  in 
which  I  have  hardly  beheld  the  face 
ofa  friend,  or  even  been  Toothed  by  the 
voice  of  a  relation.  The  machina> 
tions  of  my  unnatural  brother,  who 
leagued  wuth  Sir  Thomas  on  account 
of  his  cruelty  to  me,  have  prevented 
me  from  obtaining  my  releafe,  and 
feem  to  have  Ihut  the  gates  of  mercy 
on  my  fate.  My  only  expe(dation  of 
deliverance  is  by  the  hand  of  Death, 
for  whofe  fpeedy  approach  my  pray¬ 
ers  are  continually  offered  up.  When 
that  happy  period  arrives,  my  foul 
lhall  foar  above  its  enemies  ;  and, 
leaving  refentment  entirely  behind, 
lhall  tafte  that  fruition  for  w’hich  my 
misfortunes  here  will  give  it  the 
higher  relilh. 

From  my  melancholy  tale,  which 
I  have  ardently  defired  to  publilh  be¬ 
fore  its  authenticity  could  be  difpiited, 
let  the  fons  of  pleafure  learn  to  refle<5>, 
while  they  roll  in  the  abundance  of 
riches^  and  enjoy  the  completion  of 
every  wifh,  that  there  are  many 
wretches,  like  me,  whom  their  licen- 
tioufnefs  ruins,  and  whom  their  bene¬ 
volence  might  lave! — Let  thofe  whom 
the  charms  of  Icience  allure  to  afeend 
the  fummit  of  fame,  timely  conlider 
that  learning  is  not  always  the  path 
to  preierment,  and  that  filent  merit 
may  fiiik  unnoticed  to  the  grave! 

I  From  my  fate,  too,  the  defe(fls  of  our 
j  hoalled  eflablilhinent  in  church  and 
j  ftate  may  be  evidently  traced  ;  and 
I  the  great  be  brought  to  allow,  that 
j  fome  regard  ought  to  be  paid  to  the 
virtuous  and  the  model!  in  every 
fphere  of  life,  and  that  the  road  to

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A  LETTER  to  the  PEOPLE  of 
SCOTL  ANDy  on  the  prefent  State 
of  the  Natijn.  By  Jaincs  Bolwtil, 
Efq; 

IT  hath  for  a  confiderable  time 
been  the  reproach  (»f  Scotland, 
that  her  inhabitants  have  been  defti- 
tute  of  public  fpirir,  and  have  felt 
themfelves  merely  as  a  number  of  in¬ 
dividuals,  to  whom  no  meafure  of 
ftate  was  of  any  confequence,  ualefs 
fo  far  as  it  affeflcd  their  private  in- 
terefts.  The  reign  of  his  prefent 
Majcfty  has  been  troubled  with  a 
feries  of  fadfinn,  hurtful  to  govern¬ 
ment  at  home,  and  ruinous  to  tlie 
Britilh  power  abroad :  but  all  the 
while  Scotland  has  remained  in  ciiid 
indifference  ;  and  each  adminidration, 
of  whatever  principles,  has  been  fure 
of  our  accpiiefcence  at  lead,  if  not 
of  our  fupport,  as  a  matter  of 
courfe. 

The  flagrant  injudice  of  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  in  the  cafe  of  the  Mid- 
dlefex  eleidion,  by  which  a  precedent 
was  eftabliflied  for  violating  the  va¬ 
luable  privileges  of  all  the  ckdfors  of 
Great  Britain,  w’as  nO  more  regarded 
in  Scoiland  than  any  ordinary  vote 
in  that  Houfe.  It  has  fince  been  re- 
feinded,  not  indeed  by  the  fame  Par¬ 
liament,  but  by  almod  the  fame  mem¬ 
bers  :  fo  that  it  may  be  fald  without 
olfence,  that  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
is  at  no  time  infallible. 

The  claim  of  the  Britilh  Parlia¬ 
ment  to  tax  the  American  colonies, 
or,  in  other  words,  that  his  Majefty’s 
fubj  e(ds  in  Great  Britain  fliould  com¬ 
mand  the  property  of  his  Majelfy’s 
fubjecds  in  America,  w’as  almod  uni- 
verfdlly  approved  of  in  Scotland, 
where  due  confideration  was  had  of 
the  advantage  of  raifing  regiments. 
I  WMS  one  of  the  few  who,  as  far  as 
my  voice  could  go,  ventured  to  op- 
pofe  it,  both  as  unjud  and  inexpe¬ 
dient  : — Unjud,  beeaufe  I  thought 
t4ie  people  of  America,  as  participant 
of  the  Britilli  condlculioiii  Ihould  no 


more  be  taxed  without  the  confent  of  .  | 
their  reprefentatives,  than  the  people  I 
of  Ireland,  or  the  people  of  Great 
Britain  ; — Inexpedient,  bccaufe  I  aid  ^ 
not  think  it  pofTible  lor  this  couniry  H 
to  prevail,  unlefs  one  of  two  propoli.  ^ 
tions,  utterly  improbable,  but  induf-  J 
irioudy  circula.'td,  w^ere  true  ;  Tiie  a 
JirJiy  that  a  whole  people  were  'i 
cow^ards ;  the  fecondy  that  a  whole 
people  were  willing  that  their  all  I 
ihoulJ  be  at  the  unconditional  mercy 
of  another  people.  My  intimacy  with 
the  •^‘xcellent  and  much  honoured  Ge¬ 
neral  Oglethorpe,  who  himf'elf  fettled  f 
one  of  the  American  colonies,  and 
dill  lives  W’ith  all  his  faculties  and  all  ^ 
his  benevolence  in  full  vig  uir*,  con- 
tirmed  me  in  my  opinion  ;  and  wdien 
pleading  at  the  bar  of  the  Houfe  of 
Cominoi'.s,  in  a  quodion  concerning 
taxation,  I  avowed  that  opinion,  de¬ 
claring,  that  the  man  in  the  wmrld  for 
whom  1  have  the  highed  leipetd  (Dr 
Johnfon),  had  not  been  able  to  con¬ 
vince  me  that  Taxation  710  T\ran- 
ny>  Mv  principles  being  of  a  Tory 
cad,  that  is  to  fay,  thofe  of  a  ftsady 
royalid,  it  grieved  me  to  the  heart, 
that  our  mod  gracious  Sovereign 
Ihould  be  advifed  by  evil  counsellors 
to  affent  to  fevere  meafures  againft 
an  immenfe  body  of  his  fuhje<ds,  who 
were  willing  faithfully  to  fubmit  them¬ 
felves  to  the  King  as  fnpreme, — to 
the  lather  of  all  his  people  ; — but 
not  to  his  fubjeids,  their  brethren, 
with  whom  they  were  entitled  to  «qual 
privileges.

If  an  Attorney 
Gtneral  w'ere  hanged,  it  might  be 
faid  with  vulgar  triumph,  “  What  is 
an  Attorney  General,  but  a  carcafe 
dangling  at  the  end  of  a  ropef"’  But 
can  Vuch  expreflions  be  ufed  with  pro¬ 
priety,  while  a  charter  contains  the 
faith  of  Majehy,  and  the  perfon  of 
an  Attorney  General  is  dignified  with 
an  important  truft  from  the  King  ? 

It  is  well  known,  that  many  indi¬ 
viduals  of  different  nations  have  their 
whole  property  vefted  in  the  funds  of 
the  Eaft  India  Company,  becaufe  it 
hath  hitherto  been  believed,  that  in 
this  great  and  free  country,  there  is 
no  danger  of  fuch  confifeations  or 
feizures  by  an  unexpected  ilretch  of 
power,  as  have  fometimes  happened 
in  other  countries  in  Europe ;  but 
had  this  rapacious  grafp  been  fuccels- 
ful,  where*  would  have  been  our 
beaded  pre-eminence  of  fecurity  ? 
And  how  woefully  mud  our  national 
credit  have  funk  ?  w^hat  mud  the 
moneyed  men  of  Holland  have 
thought  of  fuch  better  regulating  of 
commercial  concerns?  They  mud 
have  thought  of  their  own  verheeter-  j 
rug  hnysy  w^here  criminals  are  forely  I 
punifhed  to  make  them  better.  The 
Houfe  of  Commons  mud  have  ap¬ 
peared  a  houfe  of  correction  with  a 
vengeance. 

The  injudice  of  the  meafiire  would 
have  been  the  fame  to  the  proprietors 
of  whatever  nation,  but  mud  have 
been  peculiarly  didrefling  to  thafe  of 
our  own  country,  who  for  a  long 
period  of  time  have  been  habituated 
to  the  perfuafion,  that  a  Royal  Char¬ 
ter  is  fo  facred,  that  nothing  but  the 
ftronged  reafons,  amounting  almod 
to  the  plea  of  necefTity,  can  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  annul  or  alter  it. 

We,  in  this  part  of  the  united 
kingdom,  experienced  in  the  late 
reign  an  extinclioii  of  a  number  of 
chartered  rights,  by  the  aCI  abolilhing 
heritable  jurlldiClions.  A  clamour 
was  railed  at  the  time,  and  there  are 
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dill  fome  who  perfid  in  maintaining 
that  tnis  was  an  infringement  of  the 
articles  of  the  union,  by  which  it  was 
dipulated  that  the  jiirifdiCtion  and 
courts  of  Scotland  Ihould  remain  as 
before.  But  upon  looking  attentive¬ 
ly  at  the  articles,  it  wall  be  found  that 
the  heritable  jurifdlCfions  were  to  be 
referved  only  as  rights  of  property ; 
confequently,  they,  like  other  rights 
of  property,  might  at  any  time  be 
taken  from  the  owners  by  the  legill.i- 
cure,  for  the  greater  good  of  the  pub¬ 
lic.  The  hereditary  jurifdiClions  were 
grants  from  the  Sovereign,  delegating 
parcels  of  his  powder ;  and  w'lien  they 
were  abolifiied  in  the  perfons  of  pri¬ 
vate  territorial  proprietors,  they  were 
abforbed  in  his  Majedy,  the  great 
fountain  from  which  they  originally 
flowed,  and  from  whence  they  now 
ilTue  in  a  diflferent  manner.  Whe¬ 
ther  the  aCl  abolifliing  heritable  jurif- 
diCtions  was  a  beneficial  meafure  or 
not,  may  be  fairly  quedLoned ;  for 
my  owm  part,  I  Ihould  be  better 
pleafed  to  live  under  the  immediate 
jurifdiCtion  of  an  hereditary  Lord  of 
ancient  and  generous  blood,  than  un¬ 
der  that  of  a  low’^er  man,  who  by  oc- 
cafional  int^red  has  been  appointed  a 
Iherifl*.  T  he  former  was  as  much 
under  the  controul  of  higher  authori* 
ty  as  the  latter.  But  I  am  not  going 
to  difeufs  the  quedion.  I  mention 
the  meafure  as  an  aCt  of  State  coming 
nearer  “  the  bufinefs  and  bofoms’’  of 
my  countrymen  ;  and  that  I  might 
recall  to  their  remembrance  the  deli¬ 
beration  and  delicacy  with  which  it 
was  conducted,  and  the  compenfation 
which  was  made  to  thofe  who  were 
deprived  of  their  rights.  Yet  what 
is  the  gratification  of  pride  by  addi¬ 
tional  power,  when  compared  with 
the  eflential  value  of  property  ?

But  liere  it  is  pioper  to  leverfe  the  me¬ 
dal.  His  method,  which  ought  to  have 
been  concealed,  is  exhibited  with  ollenta- 
tion,  and  an  air  of  tormalitv  is  thus  cc'm-  ' 
municated  to  his  treatii’e.  He  is  not  al¬ 
together  without  aiiim  itioii ;  but  he  at¬ 
tains  not  that  regular  tire,  and  that  ora- 
torial  fpirit,  which  dillinguilh  the  pro- 
due'tions  of  great  maPiers.

But  uiitcj»^tu- 
nately  its  optrc.tion  has,  by  a  pretty 
llrong  paity  in  the  vvoild,  been  confmetl 
to  a  narrow  coinpafs  ;  aiul  has  been 
made,  above*  all,  to  attend  upon  one 
liiigle  virtue,  wliich  is  courage.  And 
this  virtue,  in  coniu:i<ftion  with  that  very 
impericCt  princi[)le  of  homnir,  has  rncite- 
oveM,by  tlic  fime  party  in  the  world, 
been  iiililted  in  fome  fervices  to  which 
neither  other  viitucs,  nor  the  genuine 
.mivl  enlarged  principle  of  honour,  can 
give  any  countenance.  •  helV  particu¬ 
lars  can  only  be  hinted  .at  here:  adUcaf- 
fion  ot'tiH'm  w  mid  lead  us  Kro  far  fri»in 
ou  fiiliject.  It  feems  ratlier  to  he  our 
bulinefs  to  examine  wlictlicr  g.uni’ig  he 
not  a  fi  uittiil  fourcc  of  (juarrels  and  diiel- 
lin.T,  and  point  out  lire  harm  it  pioduc^S 
by  means  of  them. 

“  In  the  tirh  place,  gaming  h.is  a  ge¬ 
neral  tendency  to  promote  a  (jnarrclfome 
(bfpolition,  by  its  clh;^  on  (he  mind  ainl 
temper.  Tlie  exeicifc  of  a  g  lining  ta¬ 
bic  excites  fuch  paliiors  as  put  a  man  otV 
hi^i  guard,  and  prepares  tiirn  for  taking 
offence  at  the  mod  trivial  matter.  Eager 
and  impatient  to  be  lhaking  the  box,  to 
lav  down  and  take  up  money,  to  do  he 
fcarccly  knows  what  ;  anxious  for  the 
fate  of  films  depending,  which,  accord¬ 
ing  as  the  dice  decide,  will  make  a  rich 
man  or  a  poor  one  ;  elevated  beyond  the 
bounds  of  fober  courage  by  a  run  of 
good  luck,  or  made  peevitb  by  bad  luck  ; 
preved  upon  by  fufpicion  of  malpra-flicc 
in  thofe  with  whom  he  has  aflociated 
himfelf,  and  ftung  with  envy  at  the 
prizes  carried  oft' by  the  fortunate ; 
agitated  and  heated  by  fuch  pafftons  as 
thofe,  he  is  ready  to  catch  fire  from  the 
fmallefl  fpark  ;  and  having  loft  his  fclf- 
commaiid,  he  is  not  in  a  lituation  to  ex- 
tinguifh  the  unmanageable  flame.  The 
frequency  with  which  thefc  emotions  are 
raid'd,  will  have  a  lafting  effe  H  upon  his 
Icp'.  -M  ;  which  will  both  aild  to  the  im¬ 
mediate  ftrength  of  the  paftions,  as  cx- 
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cited  'dirc'^iy  in  gaming,  and  will  incline 
a  n\an  to  a  captious  and  ijuarreUbiiie  be¬ 
haviour  in  the  common  att’*Irs  oHifc. 

“  In  the  next  ph  .e,  gaming,  after  it 
has  thus  prepared  a  dilpoliiioii  for  qiiar- 
TcIIing,  is  aUo  very  tertilc  in  oppoitun; 
lies.  \  he  mod  obvious  occalion  it  af¬ 
fords,  is  money  lolt  in  play, and  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  it  refufed,  evaded,  or  dcleircd. 
But  this  is  not  the  whole.  At  the  gam¬ 
ing  tabic,  men  meet  as  the  avowed  ene¬ 
mies  of  each  other.  And  where  concerns 
of  fiich  moment  are  in  hand,  a  perfon 
will  let  no  circunrillance  of  the  buliiitls 
cfcape  his  attention;  all  fuperiuious cere¬ 
mony  ceafes ;  the  rules  of  complaifaiice, 
(which  may  be  called  a  fyltem  of  artili- 
cial  virtue,)  fo  ufciul  m  ordinary  life  to¬ 
wards  preferving  the  peace  of  the  world, 
miift  often  be  made  to  give  way.  The 
lead  fufpicion  of  unfair  play,  an  unto¬ 
ward  appearance  from  fomething  tlrat  in 
reality  is  but  accidental,  niay'jcaufe  a  bai¬ 
ty  afTertion,  \vhich  when  made  is  to  oe 
fupported  by  the  point  ot  tlie  iword  ; 
while,  in  the  adverfary,  the  confcioiifnefs 
of  having  played  lair,  or  a  ditferent  view 
of  a  matter  of  accident,  may  produce  as 
hady  a  contradi^dion  of  the  alfertioii,  and 
cut  off  all  hopes  of  accommodation.  If  «n 
thefe  grounds  a  man  is  to  expofe  his  per¬ 
fon  and  his  I'fe,  it  is  evident,  from  the  nu¬ 
merous  occafions  offcjuarrel  aviiing  among 
gameders,  that  upon  t!;e  whole  it  is  no 
contemptible  danger  whichis  incurred. 

But  farther,  if  a  gentleman  of  rank 
and  coniidevation  be  drawn  in  to  play 
with  a  low  and  worthlefs  gambler,  and 
if,  in  confequence  he  rnould  be  iedi*ced 
to  fight  with  fuch  a  perfon,  there  is  a  . 
glaring  impropriety  in  the  diderenct  be-  , 
tween  the  two  lives  daked  upon  equal 
terms.  And  if  this  difi’erence  ihould  not 
be  fo  readily  allowed  with  regard  to  the 
individuals  themfelves,  with  regard  to  the 
public  it  is  furely  undeniable,  it  is  very 
iiiiwife  in  the  community  to  permit,  (if 
the  thing  be  in  its  power  to  prevent), tliat 
the  life  ot  one  of  its  members,  who  by 
bis  fit  nation  and  pow  ers  is  capable  of 
‘rendering  fervicts  to  it  of  a  fuperior 
kind,  dro'jld  be  fet  agaiiid  the  life  of  one 
who  by  Ills  abandoned  character  is  funk 
even  bclov.  the  level  ot  the  populace.  - 
Befides,  it  is  contrary  to  the  public  good, 
that  awy  lives  fiu  \dd  be  rifqiied,  except 
where  fome  I'ufficient  caufe  lequiies  it ; 
but  in  the  prefeut  cafe  there  is  not  mere¬ 
ly  no  fiifiicicnt  caiiic  ;  the  pr  ivtiec 
of  gaming,  which  has  given  occalion  to 


it,  is  not  limply  indifferent ;  it  is  itfclf  o;* 
other  accounts  prejudicial  to  the  piihlij 
iiid  that  in  a  high  degree,  as  has  been 
!ie\vn  at  large;  lb  that  we  have  lure  an 
accumulation  of  one  milchief  upon  ano- 
tiier.  -  And  therefore  it  is  with  great  rea- 
fori  that  the  legiflature  has  taken  partleu- 
lac  notice  of  quarrels  derived  from  this 
origin.  One  of  the  principal  Adts  againft 
gaining  (9  nn.  c.  14.)  has  provided  a 
fpecial  puiuiiiment  for  every  violence 
done  to  the  perfon,  and  for  all  challenges 
given,  on  account  of  any  money  won  by 
gaming. 

“  We  may  further  conceive  a  diftrefs 
j  to  the  family  and  jjpiends  of  the  gamefter, 

I  ariling  from  a  continued  apprehenfiou 
i  of  the  dangers  incurred  by  him.  -  To 
‘  this  mult  be  added,  in  fome  cafes,  an  ap- 
prehenlion  of  a  circumitance  which  may 
prove  to  Ihemlelvcs  a  caulc  of  many  in- 
^  conveniences,  and  of  mutual  difeord, 

’  throughout  their  lives  :  I  mean  the  cir- 
cumKance  of  his  leaving  his  affairs  em- 
barrallld  and  perplexed,  by  the  fudden- 
nels  of  his  death.  And  though  there  .ire, 
without  doubt,  many  chances  which  give 
a  hope  that  this  calamity  may  never  be¬ 
fall  them  ;  yet  it  is  of  fnch  magnitude, 
that  the  appreherlion  of  it  is  i.a'iu.d, 
and  of  itfelf  a  conliderable  evil  fiiilrredd' 

The  propenfity  to  gaming  is  at  pre- 
fent  fo  univerfal,  that  the  treatife  lu'^ore 
us  could  not  have  made  its  an[)eai;iiiee 
at  a  mr.re  proper  jiindure.  \Vc  pretvi.d 
not,  however,  to  fay,  that  the  pel  ul’.ii  of 
it  will  a(5t  as  a  compleat  remcaT  to  the 
prevailing  difeafe.  But  we  would  wil- 
lin/ly  hope  that  the  arguments  of  tlic 
autiior  may  be  prodiicttive  of  many  bene¬ 
ficial  coniequences.  E. 

PoFTfCAL  Remains  <?/* James  I.  cj 
Scotland.  \_Coticluded f.  om  our 

Another  relick  of  the  poetry  of 
James  I.  is  given  bythe  editor.  This 
is  Chrifi’s  Kirk  of  the  Greend’  It  has 
indeed  been  fiippofcd,  that  this  piece 
was  the  compolition  of  James  V.  and  my 
Lord  Hailes,  an  admirable  judge  in  mat¬ 
ters  of  this  fort,  has  advanced  feveral  ar¬ 
guments  to  fupport  chis'tipinion.  Thefe 
the  editor  examines,  and  he  has  taken 
a  great  deal  of  pains  to  overfet  tliem. 
Put  we  pretend  not  to  decide  between 
them.  It  is  fudicieiit  for  us  to  ob- 
ferve,  that  the  poem  itfelf  is  here  exhi¬ 
bited  w’ith  lets  imperfev^tions  than  in  <^or- 
mer  editions ;  and  that  like  “  The  King’s 
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Qiiair,”  it  is  accompanied  with  cxplana- 

toiy  iiGtL's. 

i:  is  lil:e»virc  oiir  duty  to  remark,  that 
the  editor  has  prefi.KeJ  to  the  prefent  vo¬ 
lume,  an  hidorical  aiul  critical  diUcrta- 
tion  t.le  life  and  wiilings  of  James  I. 
ill  which  he  is  ingenious  as  well  <as  learn¬ 
ed  ;  and  that  he  Ii.is  fubjoined  to  the  po¬ 
etical  remains  of  this  prince  a  treatlle  on 
the  Scottilli  Mufic.  Upon  this  laft  tra^ 
it  is  fit  tliat  we  ofifer  a  few  words. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  tiur  author,  that  the 
Scottilli  melodics  arc  <d'  a  veiy  high  an¬ 
tiquity.  He  reproi)ates,  accordingly,  the 
fancy  that  they  owed  their  origin  to 
David  Rizzio.  Indeed,  it  is  not  very 
clear  that  Kizzio  was  a  great  mafler  in 
mulic  ;  and  there  is  an  irrefragable  evi¬ 
dence  that  the  Scotlilh  melodies,  inllead 
of  having  an  Italian  origin,  were  purely 
native,  and  were  even  imitated  in  Italy. 
'I'his  evidence  which  is  |)ro(!need  by  our 
autlvor,  is  that  of  Alellirndro  I'.irDni  in 
hii  Penfieri  Diverli.  llis  words  arc  :

— Let  me  here  do  jufiice  to  the  re- 
llorer  of  this  record,  who,  next  to  'raflo- 
ni,  defevves  the  tiianks  of  every  Scotf- 
man  ;  I  mean  the  laic  Patrick  Loi  d  Kh- 
bank ;  For  although  Taironi  ir*  well 
known  as  a  poet,  particularly  by  Irs  ce- 
lebra^-ed  le  S.  chia  Rapita,  t'.ic  firfi  of  t!ie 
modern  mock  heroic  poems,  yet  Ids 
book  De  Diverli  PenfKvi,  llio-ngh  printed 
near  two  centuries  a.:o,  nml  containing 
a  great  deal  of  leai  in'd  and  carious  oLfer- 
vations,  is  but  little  knfiwii  on  this  liile 
of  the  Alps  :  And  tlw  above  curious  oaf- 
fage,  widch  had  fo  long  eleaped  the  !iO- 
ticc  of  cverv  SCv’ftnan^  nvght  (patelly 
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This  evidence  is  fufficiently  exprefs ; 
and  our  author  confi  uis  and  fupports  it 
by  otI»er  proi>1s,  .urd  by  an  ingeniviUi  hy¬ 
pothetical  Litem  whicli  he  iia..  adopted. 
We  conceive  the  whole  t»f  tract  to 
be  entertaining,  taltefiil,  and  inilriictivc ; 
auvl  we  cannot  refill  the  pleafLiie  of  pre- 
fenting  our  readers  with  a  lliort  extract, 
in  wnich  the  auttior  communicates  a  few 
genera!  obfeivations  coiiceruiuij  Scottllh 
longs.

Such,  hkewife,  was 
tlic  Saxon  Allied  ;  and  in  the  tame  light 
wl  may  lee  our  James  1.  who  both  of 
tliv-m  accompanied  their  own  poems  oti 
the  like  or  harp,  d'erpandi  r  is  faid  to 
l»ave  cciinpofed  mulic  for  the  llia-l  of 
Homer  ;  Timotlieiis  played  and  fiing  his 
OA’i  lyrical  poems;  and  the  poet  Limo¬ 
ni  vh.s  ills  own  elegies  :

exclaims  Catullus  ;  and,  infpired  with  the 
g.  nius  of  mulic,  in  this  fine  apodiophe, 
Cl  ies  t)iir  great  poet !

*  made  poems.  Ihc  office  at  piefer.t  is 
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llianiefiilly  left  to  the  vague  dctcrmiiuy 
tion  of  chance,  or  the  fometimes  decei¬ 
ved  or  inattentive  eye  of  ciiticifm.  k  is 
mutually  to  the  honour  of  the  authors 
iiud  the  auditors,  that  tlie  caufe  of  viriiie 
is  fo  well  pron:ioted  in  the  theatre,  and  it 
is  univerfally  the  difgrace  of  the  nations 
of  Europe  tEat  it  is  not  better. 

Whoever  views  the  drama  and  its  ef¬ 
fects  on  fociety  in  this  light,  will  iihevvife 
perceive  that  the  adois  ought  to  be  held 
in  a  very  different  diiVnietion  fioni  the 
g:entral  orders  of  men.  Not  as  they  long 
have  been,  contemned  for  bntfoons  by 
tile  grave,  or  lliunned  as  Ciintaniinaied 
beings  by  the  prtcife,  but  reveied  as  tlie 
moft  etTrev.-ual  moral  teachers,  beheld 
with  veneration  as  th.e  reprefentatives  of 
the  molt  noble  and  digiiitied  of  tiie  hu¬ 
man  race.  'I'hey  Ihould  be  tauglit  tlic 
refped^  that  is  due  to  their  fmn^tivjns,  by 
the  refpedt  ^^Eich  the  laws  ami  tlie  pub¬ 
lic  Ihould  hold  them  in,  and  not  because 
they  c.rnnot  End  admittance  am\)iig  the 
worthy  and  the  clliinable,  be  lent  to  feek 
c-onfolation  among  ll'.e  diffulute  and  pro¬ 
fane.  To  fay  a  man  is  an  avtor  has  Ivuig 
been  held  a  fufllcient  leafon  to  make 
thole  who  moft  Ihould  feek  his  company 
thiin  it.  The  young  and  inexpei  ienced, 
who  in  reading  plays  are  charmed  with 
the  elevated  feiilimcnts  and  virtuous  cha- 
raders  tliey  prefent,  and  w  1th  a  laiubible 
cnthiihalm,  wiih  to  lliew  the  world  how 
forcibly  they  feel,  by  the  force  v/ith 
wliich  the)’  can  deliver  thefe  heroic  pre¬ 
cepts,  no  fooner  become  players,  but 
they  find  themfelves  excluded  from  the 
cenverfe  of  thofe  whofe  notice  it  was 
tlicir  greatelf  ambition  to  attrad.  This 
is  the  cfTed  of  ill  advifed  laws  and  uniuh 
prejudices  ;  and  it  is  no  hyperbole  to 
fay,  that  if  an  ador  be  as  good  as  other 
men,  he  is  belter.  Nay  it  may  fafely  be 
averred,  that  as  adors  are  at  prefent  con- 
fidcred  and  treated,  they  mult  inevitably 
beepme  the  pells  of  fociety,  were  they 
not  continually  recalled  to  virtue  by  the 
repetition  of  thofe  beautiful  truths  with 
which  good  poetry  abounds,  and  which 
firlt  feized  on  and  delighted  their  imagi¬ 
nations. 

This  difeourfe  in  this  place  needs  no 
apology  ;  it  is  the  duty  of  the  philofo- 
pljer  to  point  out,  and  the  patriot  to  re- 
forin  abufes. 

Let  ns  proceed  to  an  examination  of 
th.e  profetlirinal  abilities  of  the  prefent 
adors.  We  will  begin  with  Drury  Lane, 
and  with  the  tragedians  of  that  theatre ; 
iji  which  clah:,  as  there  arc  but  few  who 


perform  principal  parts,  but  few  can  be 
noticed  here. 

So  many  and  fo  uncommon  are  the  re- 
qiiifites  to  form  a  perfed  ac^lor,  that  no 
one  ever  yet  pofi'elled  them  all.  No  per- 
fon  can  be  accountable  for  what  he  never 
received,  and  when  we  rema.kthatan 
ador  has  ci’rtain  natural  defeds  wliieti 
neither  tim.e  nor  Itiidy  can  overcome,  let 
our  readers  remember,  that  if  thefe  arc 
lUJ melons,  and  he  yet  approaches  excel¬ 
lence,  his  merits  are  the  more  conlpi- 
cuons,  though  we  may  wllh  his  irniicr- 
fedions  were  lets  lb.  Againil  inatten¬ 
tion,  idleaefs,  and  ignoraciee  omy,  Ihould 
the  anger  of  the  critic  be  di; '  eted,  aiid 
tor  tire  r-efonnaiion  of  tirefe  Ih.-uU!  liis 
zeal  l>e  candidly,  though  fpiritedly  ex¬ 
erted. 

Mr  Smith,  Mr  Beiiriey,  Mr  Pilfner, 
V»r  Ibereton,  Mr  Aickin,  Mr  i'an  e  •,  ar.d 
the  y«;Uiiger  Mi  banniher,are  the  |•eMoMs 
we  ihali  ipeak  of  in  the  tragic  depart- 
m.ent,  though  all  of  them  play  as  fre- 
cjuently  in  comedy  as  in  Iraeedy  ;  r.nd  .is 
tlrenatnie  of  our  work  will  not  .ivlniit  of 
amplification,  we  lliall  eonlidcr  the  nrerits 
of  each  in  this  double  capaedy. 

Mr  Smitli  is  iiulebted  to  miture  for  a 
hue  figure  and  .a  clear  and  .irtieiiiite 
voice  ;  and  to  art,  fv>r  a  graceful  ti:;;:Iay 
of  his  form  in  pleafmg  lines  and  cliarac- 
terilHc  attitudes.  l  o  tliis  latter,  n  hich 
ts  no  inconlidei able  part  of  his  ait,  he 
lias  paid  conHder.ible  attenticMi,  but  not 
enough  to  that  llill  more  dinicult  lludy, 
which  teaches  to  difcrimiiiate  pv-Jiil.arity 
of  fentiment,  lituation,  and  clMrader. 
When  a  hero  is  oppit lied,  ii'jnred,  and 
infulted,  vve  are  delighted  to  lie  him 
rt.nzed,  and  to  hear  him  thunder  foith 
denunciations  of  vengeance  ag^ainil  his 
enemies  ;  but  we  wiiii  to  lee  him  a  htio 
likewife  when  he  is  not  tilin'^  violently 
agitated.  King  Richard  Ihould  not  fp.eak 
in  recitative  when  he  makes  love  to  I/uiy 
Anne,  nor  tieclaim,  when  in  his  firfl  Ibli- 
locpiy  his  active  and  ambitious  miiul  is 
conjuring  up  what  iias  been,  and  what  it 
determines  iliall  be  hereafter.  When  he 
fays, 

“  Grim  vifap’d  war  has  fmooth’d  his 
wrinkl'd  frimt, 

And  capers  nimbly  in  a  lady’s  chamber 
'Fo  the  lalciviuus  pleafmg  of  a  lute,” 

Tt  is  not  to  amiife  himfelf  that  he  is 
•raking  ♦in‘fe  oblcrvations,  nor  inuit  the 
deliver  them  as  ii'  they  were  only 
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intended  to  anuife  the  audience,  by  the 
del'criptioii  or  the  poetry,  i  hey  arc  but 
the  perturbations  of  a  ditlurbed  aiul  relt- 
lel's  ipuit,  that  ineilitales  only  to  put 
tliou^ditb  into  aeiiou.  The  pli/ri<)us  dia¬ 
dem  is  riie  llnning  objeol,  the  hilt  mo¬ 
ving  principle.  On  this  he  is  fo  intent, 
ot'  this  he  is  lo  fill),  that  every  tn'^uglU 
is  an  adjunct  of  this  aiul  contains  foinc 
ciicumflancc  to  promote  or  conlirm  him 
in  his  great  delign.  The  adt*)r  iherehme 
who  wouki  ihew  Richaul  (uch  as  the 
poet  has  drawn  him,  mud  not  cuine  with 
an  even  tone  and  pace,  and  I'peak  his 
part;  he  mull  polKis  the  anxiety,  i!ie 
fufpicion,  the  diirnuiilatron,  and  the  in- 
tiepidity  t-f  the  chara'.tr*  U  hen  he 
firft  hiidies  it,  he  Oiould  be  unremittingly 
attentive  to  thefe,  and  asililigeiit  at  every 
repetition  to  recall  the  fame  tiain  of 
thinking,  led  the  mind  llionld  Uihcr 
thofe  ideas  tf>  die,  or  bi  come  feeble,  with 
wiiieli  at  Hrjl  it  was  firongU  irnprelled  ; 
and  ib  of  every  other  charader.  Mr 
Smith  has  intiul»itabU  great  powers;  it 
tit  pends  only  upon  himfelf  to  make  a 
great  uie  of  them  ;  Init  he  appears  to 
have  loll  much  of  that  fcivid  ambition, 
that  ti.eairical  cntlHifiafin,  which  full 
bids  the  youth  Ixrciunc  a  hero,  and  mull 
afterwar.is  teach  him  to  be  one  ;  perhaps 
the  lelurni’ig  tn!le  of  tlie  public,  and  the 
genin'-  of  a  I^Iddv-.ns,  may  revive  in  him 
that  half  exlingnhlied  glow,  without 
which  no  man  can  Ire  a  great  atdor.  Co¬ 
medy  feems  more  fiiitaijlc  to  his  genius 
and  his  temper  ;  in  that,  his  words  and 
av^V.ons  conic  with  fiiperior  foice  and 
meaning,  and  though  eve  arc  fometimes 
tired  with  his  want  of  wiriety  in  tltcla- 
mation,  we  arc  always  delirdrted  v\ith 
his  eafe  and  vivacity  in  the  tine  gentle¬ 
man.  He  has  long  given  t!ie  pu’dic  pka- 
I'uie,  and  they  owe  liim  rnneh  ;  he  may, 
whenever  he  pleafes,  er.cia  afe  the  debt. 

Mr  Bnifley  is  by  no  means  Ur  happy  as 
Mr  Smith  in  exteriors  ;  he  is  fiilTiciently 
tall,  but  thin  ;  the  lines  of  liis  face  are 
fliarp,  his  eyes  are  too  proniinent  and 
apt  to  glare  ;  his  noft  gives  an  acrimo¬ 
nious  appearance  to  his  vifag4',  and 
renders  it  extremely  dlflicult  for  him  to 
exprefs  tendernet's  or  grief,  without  bur- 
lefquing  the  paihon.  Thefe  are  his  luis- 
foriunes,  not  his  fault-s  ;  and  thefe  he 
frequently  overcomes  and  makes  the 
ftredators  forget.  His  demeanor  on  the 
fl  ige  is  that  of  a  genth  man,  and  his  de¬ 
livery  that  of  a  ma  i  of  fenfe.  e\- 
prelTei  iortitude  and  flrcngih  of  fenli- 


ment  with  more  firmnefs  and  dignity' 
than  the  generality  of  performer^:,  and 
never  millakes,  though  he  cannot  alwavi 
convey  the  feelings  of  his  auihor.  ili^ 
voice  and  afpeiit  I’eem  peculiarly  adapted 
textile  tyiant,  though  we  do  not  icmem- 
ber  ever  to  liave  feen  him  in  that  kind  of 
cliaracler.  Every  perfon  has  fome  habi¬ 
tual  defciils  ;  Mr  bmitli  too  frequently 
halfclofes  and  feems  to  peer  out  of  his 
eyes,  wliich,  though  proper  and  expre'f- 
five  in  the  jealous  Kitely,  is  wrong  in  the 
generous  Ilallings,  MrBenncy,  when  lie 
llrikes  his  bread,  feems  to  turn  upon  a 
pivot,  and  make  two  or  three  efforts  be¬ 
fore  he  can  accompiiih  his  inter.tioiT. 
This  gives  fometimes  an  air  of  ridicule 
to  the  action,  which  he  is  not  aware  of. 
It  may  likewife  be  obferved,  that  (fiis 
action,  noble  ami  exprcdlve  in  itfeif,  15 
degiaded  from  its  dij.uity  tiy  a  too  fre¬ 
quent  ufc  on  tlie  dage.  Mr  Ilenllcy  alf> 
has  a  mode  of  dwelling  too  long  upiui 
the  lad  exprefiivc  1\ liable  in  the  iialf 
clvik:  of  his  period,  and  of  linking  too 
low  tr)  be  audible' at  the  coneluiion  of  l;i ; 
fentences.  'i'hefe  obfei  vaiiour ,  and  a.Il 
in  which  errors  are  noted,  are  made  to 
reform,  not  to  wound.  It  would  he  iro 
grateful  to  overlook  tlie  very  exctlle'.*: 
maniier  in  which  this  perfouner  played 
the  charaidei'  of  Omai  in  t?ve  tragedv  of 
the  Fair  Circarfian  lad  fealoii.  Ever'^ 
jierfon  who  he.ud  will  eafdy  rec<»Il'  Ci: 
the  plcafure  they  received,  v.l.en  lie, 
th.reatened  by  the  haughty  Aiinor;;:i^ 
whth  a  determined,  cool,  yet  forcible 
tone,  look  and  gellure,  replied, 

Tho’  death  do.  d  ready  with  his  bow- 
dting, 

Omar  dare  Ihew  the  firmnefs  of  Iiis  vir¬ 
tue — 

Uiiaw^’d,  undaunted  like  a  faitVdul  fub- 

jcfl, 

Hare,  unappall’d,  tell  Almoran  he's  guil' 

TOl  him,  whene’er  he  deviates  info  vice  ; 
Ih  efumes  that  kings  arc  left  to  range  at 
large,

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In  comedy  I'hcwlfe  there  is  n  part-cuiar 
caft  of  cl.-ira  *  er,  for  the  pcrforn:ai*ce  of 
Avhich  Vii*  Ikniiey  is  peculiarly  adapted. 
The  Mifai'itiirope,  (.)•  the  Man  of  .^iroiig 
Seine,  who  has  firtaig  pallioiis  of  wljicli 
he  is  adicaincd-  His  Old  liatchelor,  Pi.dn 
Dealer,  and  a  good  part  in  a  very  indif¬ 
ferent  comeday,  called  the  Ball  liioian, 
wliich  was  played  lalt  fealon  in  tt»e  ii  iy- 
inaiket,  are  iiiitances  of  his  cxcelleTice. 
His  performance  likewife  ot  old  WiLnot, 
at  the  lame  theatre,  In  Ldlo’s  beaiUdul, 
but  horrible  tragedy  of  the  fatal  Curio- 
lity,  does  great  lionour  to  him  as  an  adlor. 

T  he  abfiitie.s  of  Mr  Pidhier  are  lo  va¬ 
rious,  and  fo  fuperior  in  ctimedy,  that  it 
is  almoll  ungenerous  to  fpeak  ot  him  as  a 
tragedian,  in  which  they  aie  by  no  means 
adequate.  His  trgurc  is  exceedingly  g^inid 
and  Ids  face  handlome;  even  the  ’ound- 
neis  of  Ids  ll’onhieis,  which  in  moil  ioi  ir.s 
would  be  an  infuvmountable  blend !)»,  in 
him  feems  eafy,  if  not  elegant.  On  the 
ftage  he  always  appears convoifint  in  the 
manners  of  the  times  ;  and  tlie  fops  or 
the  tine  gentleman,  are  by  him  perfonat- 
ed  with  cqurd  facility  ami  prccifujii.  His 
perfoimance  ot  Joleph  Surface,  in  the 
School  for  Scandal,  has  been  confidercd 
by  fome  as  a  mader-piece  of  ailing,  and 
fo  generally  fpcaking,  it  is  :  in  places, 
however,  it  is  defe<^tivc.  His  atiecteu 
whine  while  he  delivers  the  f.  ailments, 
lias  been  prailed  as  a  true  pidurc  of  hy- 
pecrify  ;  thofe  who  conhder  more  atten¬ 
tive  ly  will  find,  th.at  livpocrify  is  conti- 
mially  tbarful  of  detection,  and  therefore 
would  not  difeover  afli attation.  One 
place  in  particular  is  always  remarkably 
otfenlive.  !n  the  library  feene  td  the 
tourth  'ad,  while  Lady  Tea/de  is  behind 
the  fereen,  and  h.e  is  endeavouring  to 
divert  Sir  Peter  from  a  eonverfation 
which  he  is  anxioudy  afraid  fire  nionld 
liear,  a  fervant  enters  and  interrupts  him 
in  tlie  beginning  of  a  fentiment.  This 
fentiment,  like  moft  of  his  others,  he  ut¬ 
ters  in  the  whining  way  above  noticed, 
and  afks  the  fei  vant  what  he  wants  in  the 
very  fame  key  and  tone.  Tins,  Joleph 
Surface,  with  fuch  feelings,  and  in  fuch  a 
litiiation,  could  not  do,  even  if  he  had  fo 
little  art  as  to  adopt  fuch  a  ling-forg 
mode  of  venting  his  fine  leiitimentR,  and 
which  is  fo  contrary  to  his  iifnal  manner 
of  fpcaking.  Errors  of  this  kind  excepted, 
his  llilc  of  playing  the  charader  is  excel¬ 
lent,  and  very  dilMnct  from  wliat  eitlier 
he,  cr  any  other  performer  does,  or  per¬ 
haps  has  an  opportunity  of  doing  in  other 
pieces* 


I  Truth  obliges  us  here  to  remark  ana* 
j  th:'i  fault  pi edumhiant  in  V>r  Painitr’s 
j  comic  aeiir.g  ;  which  is  a  coiuimia'  pro- 
pei.tity  to  h.iigh.  It  has  been  obfclvtii 
of  him,  and  fome  otlici  s  who  hand  hi'^h 
in  tlieir  pK.fcfiion,  and  wlio  are  tlicrC  jre 
the  more  rtprelienhble,  tliat  tliey  are  fre- 
que^'tly  more  bufy  in  playing  trieki 
with  one  another,  than  in  attending  to  ac¬ 
curacy  of  character,  and  preknt  feelings. 
From  atlors  who  have  lliidied  their  ino- 
tetlion,  who  underhand  propriety,  and 
who  are  ambiiious  of  faiue,  this  coukl 
not  be  txpec  i  d,  could  luk  he  believed, 
were  if  not  eveiy  night  too  palpably  re¬ 
pealed.  Do  they  want  to  make  li.eir 
b’ other  performers  ridiculous  to  the 
lic?  / ,et  ns  Iiop :  imt ;  that  were  adefpicable 
J  elTort  of  envy ;  and  if  they  are  only  de- 
j  firous  of  obtaining  applai.fe  among  t  aeh 
!  (Jihcr  bar  fuperior  etiVv  iitery  and  com¬ 
mand  of  coinirer.ance,  that  is  a  pitind 
ambition.  Ehcy  violrde  cliaial’er,  tl  ey 
injure  tlie  poet,  ihey  iiifult  their  andiiors, 
and  then  laugh  at  one  another  ;  tie.  y 
likewife  entirely  difeor.cert  aC*ors  of  ief- 
abiiiticM,  or  kfs  aiTiii  ance  than  thendelv.  s. 
'I'his  ceiifiire  is  neither  confined  to  Mr 
Palmer,  nor  to  thiis  theatre  i  it  is  an  erior 
grown  into  a  habit,  which  if  tlie  players 
will  not,  the  public  ought  to  coiieed: 
it  is  to  be  hoped  they  have  fenfe  enough, 
and  vefolution  cncugh  themfclves  to  be¬ 
gin  the  reform.  ^ To  be  continued. )
